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TRADE  DECLINES 


Sugar 


World  sugar  trade  in  I969  vas  slightly  below  the  I968  level.  Exports  of  sugar 
amounted  to  19»3  million  metric  tons,  compared  with  20.5  million  in  I968.  The 
1960-6^4-  average  was  I8.I  million.  Although  production  is  on  an  upward  trend, 
there  is  increasing  consumption  in  the  producing  countries. 

Substantial  declines  in  exports  of  sugar  in  I969  were  registered  for  South 
America  and  Africa.  Exports  dropped  hk   percent  in  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa,  which  is  one  of  the  larger  exporters  to  free  market  countries.  Other 
countries  for  which  there  were  marked  declines  include  Peru,  Poland,  and 
Mainland  China.  While  the  International  Sugar  Agreement  which  came  into  effect 
on  January  1,  1969^  bad  some  restricting  effect  on  the  volume  of  exports,  de- 
clines were  generally  the  result  of  lower  production. 

Imports  of  sugar  in  1969  were  primarily  into  North  America,  Europe,  and  Asia. 
In  order  of  magnitude,  the  largest  importers  were  the  United  States,  Japan, 
United  Kingdom,  and  the  U.S.S.R.  Japan  is  the  only  one  of  these  countries 
that  is  considered  a  free  market  country,  since  most  of  the  sugar  iii5)orted  by 
the  other  3  countries  woxild  not  be  charged  against  quota  vinder  the  International 
Agreement.   Imports  into  the  United  States  amounted  to  4,^+32,000  metric  tons 
in  1969  compared  with  h,G^h,OQO   metric  tons  in  I968.  This  was  practically 
twice  as  much  as  Japan's  imports,  which  ranked  second.   Imports  into  the  U.S.S.R, 
declined  by  2k   percent  in  1969^  amounting  to  1,335^000  tons. 


North  America  acco\inted  for  a  larger  part  of  the  exports  than  any  other  con- 
tinent. This  was  primarily  due  to  Cuba,  which  shipped  about  25  percent  of  the 
total.  Australia  was  the  second  largest  exporter,  and  the  U.S.S.R.  third. 
The  U.S.S.R.  was  just  barely  a  net  exporter,  however,  with  shipments  of 
1,388,000  tons.  The  U.S.S.R.  has  status  in  the  Agreement  as  an  importing  mem- 
ber; however,  in  I969  it  exported  1.1  million  tons  to  the  free  market  and  will 
be  able  to  export  slightly  more  in  subsequent  years. 

Cuba  exported  slightly  more  sugar  in  I969  than  in  I968,  although  still  con- 
siderably less  than  in  1967*  A  decline  of  almost  .5  million  tons  in  exports 
to  the  U.S.S.R.  was  practically  offset  by  an  increase  in  shipments  to  Japan. 
While  Japan  increased  its  imports  from  Cuba  in  I969,   Japanese  inrports  from 
China  (Taiwan)  and  South  Africa  declined  to  near  their  I967  levels.  There  were 
marked  increases  in  exports  to  Morocco,  Malaysia,  North  Korea,  and  Singapore. 
Exports  to  European  Community  (EC)  coimtries,  however,  almost  disappeared. 

Exports  of  sugar  from  EC  countries  took  a  sharp  drop  in  I969,  even  though  pro- 
duction was  up.   It  should  be  considered,  however,  that  I968  was  an  exception- 
ally high  year,  spurred  perhaps  by  the  knowledge  that  the  EC  Common  Agricul- 
tural Policy  for  sugar  was  to  take  effect  July  1,  I968.   Switzerland  and  Spain 
have  been  large  markets  for  EC  sugar.  The  EC  was  a  sizable  net  exporter  in 
1968  and  1969  after  being  a  net  importer  in  I967.   Stocks  have  increased,  and 
it  is  likely  that  future  exports  will  be  at  a  high  level. 


Molasses 


World  trade  in  molasses  showed  some  decline  in  I969  for  the  second  year  in  a 
row.  Although  production  is  increasing,  there  tends  to  be  more  consumption 
in  the  producing  countries,  especially  for  livestock  feed.   Imports  into  the 
United  States  were  practically  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year  and  amounted 
to  almost  half  of  the  world  total.   Imports  into  Japan  declined  I5  percent, 
following  a  10-percent  drop  the  previous  year.  The  United  Kingdom  imported 
slightly  less  than  in  I968. 

Imports  into  the  EC  were  at  practically  the  same  level  as  in  the  previous  year, 
The  Netherlands,  Belgium,  Luxembourg,  and  France  declined,  but  Italy  and  West 
Germany  increased. 

Exports  of  molasses  from  Australia  to  the  United  States  in  calendar  year  I969 
represented  63  percent  of  the  total.  The  sugar  industry  is  required  by  the 
Commonwealth  to  maintain  stocks  of  molasses  for  stock  feed.  Cattlemen  are 
becoming  aware  of  the  tremendous  potential  for  heavier  calves  from  molasses- 
urea  mixes,  and  use  of  these  mixes  as  stock  feed  no  doubt  will  increase. 
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The  largest  supplier  of  molasses  to  Canada  last  year  was  Trinidad  and  Tobago. 
The  unusually  small  shipments  of  molasses  from  El  Salvador  were  attributed  to 
delays  in  arrivals  of  shipping  vessels,  but  another  reason  is  that  increasing 
quantities  are  being  used  locally  for  animal  feeds.  Greece,  West  Indies,  and 
France  have  been  the  main  suppliers  to  Italy.  Import  requirements  are  expected 
to  go  up  for  molasses  in  Japan,  as  consumption  is  likely  to  increase  and  pro- 
duction has  leveled  off.  Imports  of  molasses  into  the  United  Kingdom  in  I969 
were  dominated  by  shipments  from  Cuba  which  totaled  310,000  long  tons.  They 
ajnounted  to  296,000  long  tons  in  I968. 

The  bulk  of  molasses  shipments  from  the  Philippines  went  to  Japan  and  the 
United  States.  The  largest  tonnage  of  molasses  shipped  from  South  Africa  went 
to  Japan.  Thailand  had  much  larger  exports  and  its  imports  fell  to  zero  after 
declining  from  ^4-3,830  tons  in  I967  to  32,^51  tons  in  I968.
